‘messages across Spain from west to 
east, when to send them from north

Wireless messages received at Sol- | 


ler, in Southeast Spain, from points 
further north are perfectly intelligible. 
Yet those sent from stations west of 
Soller are rarely, if ever, received 
clearly, 

The suggestion has been made that

it does not apply to messages sent 
from other directions,
